THE  FIFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  ORDINATION 

INTO  THE  HOLY  MINISTRY 

of 

THE  REVEREND  ARTHUR  L.  KREYLING 

1911  -  1961 

The  Reverend  Arthur  L.  KreyHng'  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  on 
July  18,  1889,  the  son  of  Christian  and  Bertha  Kreyling.  He  was  bap- 
tized in  Mt.  Calvary  Lutheran  Church  and  his  early  schooling  was  re- 
ceived in  Mt.  Calvary  Lutheran  Day  School.  His  training-  for  the  holy 
ministry  was  received  at  St.  John  College,  \\'infield,  Kansas  where  he 
enrolled  in  the  high  school  department  in  the  fall  of  1902.  Graduating 
from  the  Junior  College  at  St.  John  in  1908,  he  enrolled  at  Concordia 
Seminary,  St.  Louis,  Missouri  in  the  fall  of  that  year.  Upon  graduation 
from  Concordia  Seminar}'  in  the  spring  of  1911.  Pastor  Kreyling  re- 
ceived his  first  call  into  the  holy  ministry  as  home  missionary  to  Chicka- 
sha,  Oklahoma.  On  July  2,  1911  he  was  ordained  into  the  holy  ministry 
and  installed  as  missionary  to  Chickasha  by  The  Reverend  Richard  Jesse 
at  his  home  church.  Mount  Calvary,  St.  Louis.  At  Chickasha.  Pastor 
Kreyling  developed  and  organized  St.  Paul  Lutheran  Church,  which  to- 
day is  kno\\'n  as  First  Lutheran.  In  1914.  he  accejited  a  call  to  Tmmanuel 
Lutheran,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  \\diile  at  Tmmanuel  the  Army  and 
Navy  Commission  of  The  Lutheran  Church-Missouri  Synod  called 
Pastor  Kreyling  as  civilian  chaplain  to  Cam])  Meade,  Maryland,  serving 
several  other  cam])s  in  the  Baltimore  area  fluring  this  time. 

In  1919.  Pastor  Kreyling  was  called  to  be  the  English  and  associate 
pastor  at  Our  Savior's  Lutheran  Church.  Perth  Amboy,  to  assist  The 
Reverend  \'illads  1>.  Sko\'  with  the  ministry  to  the  l^nglish  sj^eaking 
peo]:)le.  as  well  as,  to  develo])  the  mission  in  ^^)rds,  which  was  slill  only 
a  Sunday  School. 


On  August  8,  1919  Pastor  Kreyling  was  installed  as  associate  pastor 
at  Our  Savior's  Lutheran  Church,  Perth  Ambov.  by  The  Reverend 
Villads  B.  Skov. 

For  a  number  of  years  Pastor  Kreyling-  divided  his  time  between  the 
two  churches,  conducting-  the  Sunday  School  in  Fords  on  Sunday  after- 
noons and  holding  worship  services  in  the  evening.  On  September  20th, 
1919  Pastor  Kreyling  preached  his  first  sermon  in  the  old  church  which 
now  serves  as  town  library  and  Fords  Women's  Club  headquarters  in 
Fords. 

By  1921.  Pastor  Kreyling  was  called  as  pastor  to  Our  Redeemer's 
Evangelical  Church,  and  in  April  of  1921,  he  was  installed  as  pastor  by 
The  Reverend  F.  G.  Schumm,  visitor  of  the  English  District.  The  in- 
stallation sermon  was  preached  by  The  Reverend  T.  Keyl,  pastor  of 
St.  Matthew's  Lutheran  Church,  Newark,  N.  J. 

Under  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  energetic  labors  of  Pastor  Krey- 
ling, the  old  church  was  replaced  in  1940  when  the  present  church  was 
dedicated.  It  was  during  his  ministry  that  the  Ladies  Aid.  the  Walther 
League,  the  Choirs,  the  Priscilla  Missionary  Circle  and  the  Men's  Club 
were  organized. 

During  World  War  II,  Pastor  Kreyling  ser\  ed  six  years  as  civilian 
chaplain  at  Fort  Monmouth,  N.  J.,  holding  services  there  every  Thurs- 
day evening.  In  addition,  he  also  held  German  services  there  for  the 
German  war  prisoners. 

The  Reverend  Arthur  L.  Kreyling  and  Florence  Tacke  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  were  united  in  marriage  on  June  21,  1913.  The  Lord  blessed  their 
marriage  with  four  children  -  Mrs.  \\'illiam  Ellis  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land; Mrs.  Carl  Madsen  of  Somerville,  N.  J.;  Arthur  R.  of  Plainfield, 
N.  J. ;  The  Reverend  Paul  C,  missionary  in  Niigata,  Japan.  There  are 
fifteen  grandchildren,  includinsT  a  set  of  twins. 


We  must  make  mention  of  a  special  interest  of  Pastor  Kreyling  Avhich 
took  shape  already  during-  the  early  ministry  at  Our  Redeemer.  In  the 
'20's  he  started  studying  in  greater  detail  the  construction  of  Solomon's 
Temple  and  its  symbolical  meanings.  During  the  years,  he  added  to  his 
model  of  the  Temple.  He  became  widely  known  as  an  authority  on  the 
Temple,  and  as  a  result,  he  extensively  toured  the  state  of  Kansas,  the 
area  about  Chicago,  as  well  as  the  East  Coast.  Pastor  Kreyling  still  at 
times  takes  speaking  engagements,  explaining  the  construction  and  the 
symbolism  of  the  Temple. 

Completing  thirty-seven  years  of  faithful  labor  in  Christ's  vineyard  at 
Our  Redeemer  Lutheran  Church,  Pastor  Kreyling  preached  his  retire- 
ment sermon  on  July  29th,  1956.  Since  his  retirement,  he  has  served  as 
vacancy  pastor  in  a  number  of  churches  in  New  Jersey  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. Since  September  of  1958,  he  has  ser\  ed  as  assistant  pastor  at  Re- 
deemer Lutheran  Church  in  Westfield,  N.  J.
